Town develops new strategic plan

The Didsbury residents who attended 
tire first workshop for the town’s new 
four-year strategic plan love living 
here, worry the town hasn’t attracted 
w ell-paying industry and business with 
careers for young people, and have 
feelings of mistrust for the town’s 
leadership. 

Those were the top comments at the 
evening session of the first public air¬ 
ing of issues for the next strategic plan 
on June 22 at afternoon and evening 
sessions held in the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex curling rink lounge. 

The next public input will come 
through a random survey of 200 to 100 
people. 

Municipal consultant Bill Holtby of 
St. Albert presented the process that 
will be used to develop the plan and 
facilitated a discussion of the town’s 
strengths, weaknesses, opportunities 
and threats. 


Ten residents signed in for the after¬ 
noon session and eight in the evening, 
however a few more than that were in 
attendance. 

Notably present were fire Chief Craig 
Martin; library manager Inez Kosinski; 
Mel Crothers, chair of the Municipal 
Planning Commission; Frankie Kelly, 
the chair of the museum board; and 
Maia Foster, chair of the library board. 

CAO Harold Northcott and manager 
of legislative services and develop¬ 
ment Christofer Atchison sat in on the 
sessions to listen to the public com¬ 
ments. 

Holtby and Northcott worked togeth¬ 
er previously on the Birch Hills County 
strategic plan for 2014-2018 when 
Northcott was that municipality’s CAO 
and Holtby the county’s consultant. 
Holtby was the St. Albert city manager 
until 2011 and has been a consultant to 
municipalities since that time. 

The strategic plan process com¬ 
menced with Holtby interviewing the 
town’s elected officials - mayor and 


councillors. 

Interviews with the town’s adminis¬ 
tration managers followed. 

Tire next stage was the public work¬ 
shops on June 22 followed by work¬ 
shops with the town’s inside and out¬ 
side workers. 

Then there will be the survey .and 
participants in the workshops asked 
that the methodology of the survey 
include participation by the 15- to 
20-year-old young people who will live 
with the results of the strategic plan. 

Then a plan will be drafted and cir¬ 
culated for comment to the public and 
the town spiff before the plan goes 
to town council to be fimilized and 
approved. 

The strategic plan will include a 
vision that Holtby described as a state¬ 
ment of what residents and leaders 
want Didsbury to be in 20 to 25 years. 
A mission statement will describe in 
broad terms how the town will achieve 
the vision. 

The phui will then state the values 


that will drive the mission. This will 
be followed by strategic priorities and 
underlying all of these will be the 
financial and other plans needed to 
achieve the goals of the plan. 

The vision of the 2014-2017 strategic 
plan is “a vibrant, sustainable and uni¬ 
fied Didsbury." 

The mission is “to encourage com¬ 
munity engagement through providing 
open communication and a caring, 
welcoming and responsive environ¬ 
ment.” 

The values include fiscal account¬ 
ability, leadership, innovation, integ¬ 
rity, respect, compassion, teamwork, 
sustainability and excellence. 

There were 22 specific targets set 
under infrastructure, social develop¬ 
ment and culture, economic develop¬ 
ment, community outreach and cor¬ 
porate stewardship. These are listed 
on the town’s website at www.dids¬ 
bury.ca on the Town Hall page.

Keep ideology out of the classroom

Two public consultation processes, one for the stra¬ 
tegic plan and one for park development adjacent to 
the Memorial Complex, illuminate the thorny question 
of who gives Didsbury its shape. 

Not shape in the physical sense, although both the 
plan and the park will profoundly influence the geog¬ 
raphy of the town. 

Shape in the social and cultural sense of what kind 
of community is Didsbury now and what kind of com¬ 
munity will it become as the plan and the park are 
implemented. 

Canadians are great community builders. 

It has been my privilege to write about events in 
most of the provinces and northern territories. I have 
seen first-hand that when throe Canadians are gath¬ 
ered together, they have an amazing knack of creating 
a way of living together that accommodates differ¬ 
ences and provides for disparities. 

We cut our grass, join choirs, send food to the 
bereaved, build schools and churches, organize the 
children into teams, 4-H clubs and cub packs and 
invite each over for Saturday night parties. 

What kind of community will Didsbury build and 
who will build it? 

The developers build it literally jind have a great 
deal of control over what gets built. But they dance to 
the music that the market makes and without demand 
their land sits empty. 

Municipal government plays a central role in decid¬ 
ing what kind of community we will become. Town 
hall can be the most influential player on the field. 

The municipal staff who have led recent public pro¬ 
cesses, including for #whydidsbury, the strategic plan 
and the Memorial Complex park concept are punching 
above their weight both in the choices they are giving 
Didsbury to make and the processes that are making 
these choices. 

In Didsbury, the municipal leaders - elected and 
appointed - face a disproportionate level of mistrust 
and criticism. 

That is slowly evaporating with the end of the era 
when leaders fomented mistrust and put town council 
on the paths of failure after failure after failure. 

The naysayers are becoming the Didsbury dino¬ 
saurs, fossils of an era that is over. 

Churches in Didsbury have influence. No better 
exiuuples than the role of the churches in compassion 
funds, the coalition for the needy, the Joy Abounds 
concert, the food bank and the financing of an immi¬ 
grant family fleeing civil war in Syria 

Ross Ford Elementary School, Westglen School, 
Didsbury High School and the parent-run home 
schools create much of the tone of the town through 
the positive influence they have on the behaviour of 
children. 

Our RCMP detachment commander grew up in 
Carstairs and has come back to give positive personal 
leadership that is noteworthy, given that her job is to 
enforce criminal law. 

The librarians, the museum staff, board and volun¬ 
teers, the artisans who make the little libraries, the 
school crossing guards, the service club members . . . 

The list of community shapers actually numbers 
5,000, because we all do something that influences 
community. 

Whether we make the community better or worst' Ls 
a personal choice. 

Choose wisely. 


On June 15, the NDP government announced 
plans to completely overhaul the curriculum taught 
to Alberta’s K-12 school students. 

The process is set to begin in September and con¬ 
tinue over the next six years at a cost of $64 million. 
Kindergarten to Grade 4 will be completed by the 
end of 2018, followed by grades 5 to 8 in late 2019. 

The high school curriculum will be developed in 
phases from 2020 to 2022. Although the government 
has committed to public consultations, some of 
the new material to be taught to students has been 
predetermined. The existing curriculum will be used 
until the new one is put in place. 

There is no doubt that some areas of Alberta’s 
curriculum have fallen out of date; in fact some of it 
has not been updated in decades. 

The Wildrose official Opposition certainly wel¬ 
comes a commitment to teaching financial literacy, 
and giving high school students the opportunity to 
learn about computer coding. 

Periodically updating the curriculum is neces¬ 
sary. However, I am concerned that these wholesale 


changes provide an opportunity for educational fads 
and ideology to creep into our classrooms. 

The official Opposition will be closely monitoring 
the NDP’s curriculum overhaul. While this govern¬ 
ment boasts of an “NDP worldview" in other areas, I 
believe the best way to keep ideological fads out of 
the classroom is to keep the focus on what students 
need to succeed. 

I believe that mandatory testing of students must 
continue to ensure this new curriculum is meeting 
parents’ standards and Alberta Education remains 
accountable to the public. 

A strong system is a priority for all Albertans. 

We all have a stake in helping children reach their 
potential, however it is important to remember that 
nobody has children’s best interests at heart more 
t han parents. 

Keeping ideology out of the classroom is not a 
matter of politics, it is a matter of ensuring the basic 
competency of our education system.
